LATE TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


K c v o lu tlo n a ry H ucecase* In th e M e x i­ 
c a n S ta te s. 
T ucson, 18th.—The Citizen of the 
17th says that the Kerna adherents 
hero are In receipt of official reports 
from General Terres, com m anding 
the right wing of tho Revolutionary 
arm y at Coricori. The report is dat­ 
ed January 30th, and says: 
On Jan ­ 
uary 14th Col. R am on .Yberra, the 
Revolutionist, 
attacked a position 
near Alarms held by a force of State 
troops under Tiburcio Otero, Perfect 
of Alamas, and routed the govern­ 
ment forces. 
On the 17th Gen. Torres 
with 100 cavalry, joined Yberra, and 
they pursued Otero, overtaking him 
at Minas Nuevas and found him re­ 
in-forced by C>00 cavalry and 100 in­ 
fantry. The battle 
was of several 
hours’ duration, resultiug in the se­ 
vere defeat of the State forces and the 
capture of eight prisoners, including 
Col. Montijo, com m ander at Navajo, 
and one captain. Torres was severely 
but not dangerously wounded. He 
has made his headquarters at Cori- 
eori, where lie has been joined by 
Col. Climaco, 
m aking the united 
forces 500 armed and equipped cav­ 
alry. 
S ilv e r. 
N ew York, Feb. 18th.—The Tri­ 
bune this morning in an editorial says 
silver is a drug for there is great and 
growing excitement over the late fall 
in the value of silver. Trade dollars 
have become a nuisance aud threaten 
to drive gold coin out of circulation. 
Merchants and bankers have but one 
course to pursue. If they don’t w iah to 
see gold entirely disappear from circu­ 
lation, they m ust refuse the trade dol­ 
lar for all payments larger than fivo 
dollars. A proposition to m ake silver 
an unlimited tender would be i ^ tho 
present state of things a formal repu­ 
diation on part of the United States of 
considerable per centage of its indebt­ 
edness. 
We are glad to see th a t prominent 
men who have been cousulted on tho 
subject, by San Francisco newspaper 
reporters, condemn the project or Sen­ 
ator Jones to change the standard 
from gold to silver aud debase silver 
dollars to equal greenbacks. Congress 
will hardly consent, we think, to dis­ 
grace the Republic in order to keep 
up ihc dividends of the Bonanza mine 
owners. There are tw o distinct out­ 
lets for overplus of silver, either of 
which is sufficient to take oft without 
resorting to the debasement of silver 
coin. The trade dollar was expressly 
made for idolators, and is said to be 
so in favor with them they will make 
silver and trade dollar cheap, and the 
Asiatics will take more silver and less 
merchandise in return for their tea. 
The Manchester cotton spinners are 
already loudly complaining of the un- 
frofitableness of their trade w itn the 
East. They are in reality competing 
with Nevada mines, but of the wants 
of trade in India and China, encourag­ 
ed by the full of one or two pence more 
in the price of an ounce of bullion at 
London cause more silver and less cot­ 
ton goods to be sent to Asia. 
W hat 
can merchants and spinners do but 
submit ? 
Is it any harder for rich Senators 
from Nevada to stand the falling off 
of their dividends than it is for Man­ 
chester spinners aud our Southern 
planters to take over prices for their 
products whicU they have already 
been compelled to do and much lower 
ones in proportion than th a t now rul­ 
ing for silver. 
W ithin a few years 
silver has fallen but ten percent when 
measured by its gold price in London, 
but cotton and cotton goods measured 
by some standard have fallen in the 
same time from tw enty to forty per 
cent. In the second place, tons of sil­ 
ver are used for watches and other 
things. 
Vastly 
too m any to 
be 
named. The lower price of silver and 
its value in arts will quickly increase. 
rih e idea that the glut of silver calls 
for the interference of Congress, much 
less for the debasement of our coin, is 
not to be endured. 
W e prefer silver 
for fractional currency because its use 
for that purpose is sanctioned by the 
existing laws of the country and tho 
uses of the civilized world and we 
think it would be a reform to return 
to return to halves, quarters and dimes 
as ordained by the law of 1852 and dis­ 
continue those divisions of paper mon­ 
ey mills which w orkon fractional cur­ 
rency. Of over forty-five million peo­ 
ple at least 44,950,000 are not interest­ 
ed in silver mines and have uothiug 
to gain by the high price for the m et­ 
als.

At six o’clock last evening David 
Hoy, the special police of Oakland, 
fell prostrated in an apopletic fit on 
Seventh street in that city and died 
without a struggle in two minutes. 
The Masquerade at the Pavilion last 
evening was largely attended by mask­ 
ers and spectators. 
Yesterday afternoon in the old board 
after the regular session a communi­ 
cation was read by the chairman 
signed by Mr. Bryant, the President 
of the Globe Consolidated, stating that 
a meeting of the directors had been 
held and a resolution passed to pay 
the stock dividend immediately in­ 
stead of deferring it until March 1st.

It is reported that the steamers Van­ 
couver and Vasco de Gama are char­ 
tered to run in the newline from Pan­ 
ama to San Francisco. 
The prospects for the four-mile race 
on Tuesday are good. It will cer­ 
tainly come off if 110 rain falls, of 
which there is no prospect now. The 
track is in splendid condition. Much 
interest is felt in tho event. The city 
is tilling up with people. The follow­ 
ing horses are to start, all of which 
are in first-class condition: Ruther­ 
ford, Foster, Katie Pease, Chance, 
Revenue, Jr., Golden Gate and Hock 
Hocking. Grinstcad has a lame foot 
and will not start. The pools to-night 
sold as follows: Rutherford,$700; Fos­ 
ter, $150; Katie Pease, $100; Golden 
Gate, $100; Field, 5100. 
During the week there were 97 
deaths in the city; 60 male and 27 fe­ 
male. 
All the banks, stock boards and pro­ 
duce exchange have adjourned over 
until Wednesday next. 
The schooner Amazon was wrecked 
at Bridgeport on the night of the 15th 
inst. The crew had not been heard of 
at last accounts. The vessel was own­ 
ed by the master, Rice and a man 
named Ramsey, and was not loaded at 
the time of the disaster. 
At present there are only 162 boys 
confined in school, although there is 
room for 250.

LETTER FROM WASHINGTON 
An Army of Lawyers 
We are assured by those who are debt­ 
ors of the bank of T em ple& W o rk m an 
and would like to postpone payment 
until the end of time, that to settle 
the estate in the bankruptcy court will 
be more expensive than to leave it in 
the hands of the assignees. This is 
not true and we will produce a single 
item of assignee expense that will 
prove that it is not true. There are 
now, as we are informed, four legal 
firms of this city employed by the as­ 
signees, as follows: G la s s e ll, C h a p ­ 
m an & S m ith s; M cC o n n ell, B ick- 
n e l l & 
R o th s c h ild ; 
B run so n , 
E a stm a n & G ra v e s aud H a z a r d & 
H o w ard . Here are twelve lawyers in 
the employ of the assiguees and we 
have reason to believe that all those 
lawyers not now employed need do to 
receive a retainer is to drop a remark 
in. favor of throwing the estate into 
bankruptcy. The creditors o f the 
bank will see by this item how little 
truth there is in the assertions of the 
assignee’s organ that the business 
will be more cheaply settled up by 
them than the bankruptcy court. As 
thing9 now appear it will not be long 
before every lawyer of note in this city 
will be retained by assignees. The 
thing has already gone so far that one 
of the firms above named is reported to 
be acting as counsel for the assignees, 
and attorney for one of the principal 
creditors of the estate. After this let 
us hear no more about the economy of 
settling the business of the firm by 
the assignee process. 


THE LOUISIANA QUESTION. 
Next to the late Schleswig-Holstein 
and Herzegovina troubles, the Louis­ 
iana question is perhaps the most ir­ 
repressible and complicated. In 1873, 
Tinchbeck was elected to the United 
States Senate. He was not admitted 
011 the grounds that there existed at 
that time 110 legal State government 
in Louisiana. For three years the seat 
has remained vacant, and about $20,­ 
000 in salary and mileage has'accuinu- 
iated. A few weeks «go Mr. Gustis, 
Democrat, was elected by a new Leg­ 
islature and under a different' execu­ 
tive government than that in exist­ 
ence when Pinchbeck was elected, 
his election was legal or not is what 
the Senate is about, to decide, and 
whether an adverse decision will es­ 
tablish Pinchbeck’s clatma-to the scat 
is quite another question. Under the 
“ Wheeler compromise,” the present 
Kellogg government is legal. But the 
manner of the receut election of. Gus­ 
tis, the second claimant, is a legal 
question. In the Legislature the Dem­ 
ocrats have a majority of one on joint 
ballot. The House is , Democratic ; 
the Senate, Republican. The Senate 
refused to go in joint convention, 
whereupon the nine Democratic and 
three Republican Senators—just one- 
third of that body—“ seceded ” and 
joined the House iu joint convention. 
In the meantime, the Republican 
members of the House bolted, but 
leaving a majority of all tlie mem­ 
bers elect in session. O 1 lie 137 mem­ 
bers of the two Houses, 72 members 
participated in this elecuou—60 from 
the House; 12 from the Senate. There 
was a majority from one H ousog a 
minoiity from the Other ; buth clear 
majority from both combined. Mr. 
Gustis, the Democratic claimant, re­ 
ceived this majority of 72. It is a ques­ 
tion whether the 12 Senatorial v'otes 
are legal? Can 12 Senators adjourn that 
body regardless of the opposition of 
the other 24? It seems clearly Un­ 
reasonable. And if so, these twen­ 
ty-four Senators have, by refusing 
to go in joint session, defeated the 
wishes of a large majority of the Leg­ 
islature, and can prevent the election 
of a Senator as long as they choose. 
In such case the minority would rule. 
The law regulating the election of 
United States’ Senators requires a 
“majority of all the members eleeted 
to both Houses” to participate in joiut 
convention. Many construe this to 
mean a majority of the two Houses 
combined, aud not a majority of each 
House. As it requires a majority of 
either House to resolve itself intojoint 
convention with the other, this argu­ 
ment does not hold good. These are 
the questions that the Senate will con­ 
sider Thursday, when the Pinchbeck- 
G 11stis case comes up. 
THE CENTENNIAL VOTE. 
Eighty-six Republicans voted for 
the Centennial grab, and 18 against it. 
There are 107 in the House. Of the 
174 Democrats, 55 voted for it, and 106 
against it. 
It lia3 been discovered that there is 
a grave error in the wording of one of 
the many buncombe “whereases,” 
which will necessitate its amendment 
in the Senate, and its being sent back 
to the House, to again run the narrow 
gauntlet of only 16 majority iuavote 
of 294. 
CLAIM AGENT ATTORNEYS. 
A bill has been introduced in the 
House prohibiting Department offi­ 
cials from acting as attorneys for 
claims or applications for patents be­ 
fore any of the Bureaus in which they 
are employed, or were employed when 
such claim or application was pend­ 
ing. When such a law is passed, there 
will not be so many Department offi­ 
cials resigning paying sinecures to be­ 
come “claim agents.” It is what 
might be called a “shystering” dodge. 
They remain on the Bureaus long 
enough to learn the general business, 
the method of collecting claims, their 
nature, the mode of practice, and the 
general secrets of the office, when they 
resign to appear before the office they 
have just vacated as prosecutors of 
claims of which they have just made 
themselves familiar—and that, too, at 
Government expense. 
PACIFIC COAST MATTERS. 
The Hon. W. A. Piper has intro­ 
duced a joint resolution in the House 
providing for the modification of our 
treaty with China and Japan. So as 
to prevent the immigration ot our 
Southern fellow-citizens, the Chinese. 
The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, and 
will undoubtedly be reported back fa­ 
vorably. 
Senator Sargent Las introduced a 
resolution requiring the Committee on 
Public Lands to find out when the Pa­ 
cific Railroads were finished. So that 
all lands in the grant, which were not 
sold within three years after its com­ 
pletion, tnay be placed upon the 
market, open to settlement at $125 per 
acre, in accordance with the Act of 
1862. It is generally believed the 
roads were finished in 1869. when that 
last spike was driven with such a blow­ 
out.

The Statesman's Hobby. 
On the shoulders of A rcher ofSau- 
ta Clara has fallen the mantle of 
F r e e m a n of Yolo. F r e e m a n had 
the freights and fares fever so badly 
that his constituents thought it unsafe 
to expose his attenuated frame to the 
vicissitudes of another session of the 
Legislature and he retired to the 
peaceful shades of private life. But 
he left the seeds of the disease in the 
vestibule of the State Capitol aud up­ 
on his entrance therein they fell upon 
and diseased the corpulent personal 
of A r c h e r of Santa Clara. His fren­ 
zy has eliminated a freights and fares 
bilYas visionary and impracticable as 
that of theY'olo statesman which he 
now calls upon the Legislature to 
pass and thereby render inoperative 
every railroad in the State. It is re­ 
markable that the motives which im­ 
pelled F r e e m a n and A r c h e r to 
frame and introduce these bills had 
nothing whatever to do with the in­ 
terests of the people. Mr. F r e e m a n 
wanted the railroad company to give 
him a private side track at Davisville. 
The modest request was not acceded 
to and in revenge he produced his 
freights and fares bill. Mr. A r c h e r 
has imbibed the notion that it is popu­ 
lar to go against railroads and on a 
lame, halting Impracticable freights 
and fares hobby horse he hopes to ride 
into Congress. The people are begili­ 
ning to understand the motives of the 
ambitious gentlemen who play Don 
Quixote against the railroad windmill 
at every session of Legislature, and^ 
once they are understood they will 
be appreciated at their full value. The 
right of the State to legislate on this 
subject is undisputed, but legislation 
on this and many other questions is 
unnecessary. The owners of a railroad 
in order to make their road remunera­ 
tive must co-operate with the people 
residing near and doing business over 
such road. The carriers and the ship­ 
pers must operate together for mutual 
benefit. If freights and fares are fixed 
too high people will neither ship nor 
travel and the road suffers alike with 
the community from which it secures 
its patronage. No legislation is nec­ 
essary for the correction of evil. The 
railroad traffic must be overhauled and 
the rates of transportation fixed at 
figures which will secure business. It 
Is a simple business proposition which 
can be more satisfactorily arranged 
by the parties concerned than by 
legislative enactment. The railroad 
owners and the people are much more 
likely to arrange freights aud fares on 
a basis acceptable to both carriers and 
shippers than the hobby riding legis­ 
lators who biennially attempt the so­ 
lution of a problem that can only be 
solved by practical demonstration. 
Rates of freights and fares that might 
be profitably operated by one road 
would throw another into bankruptcy. 
Locality and business have more to 
do with the fixing of freights and fares 
than all the bills that ever did or ever 
will emenate from the biain of popu­ 
larity seeking members of the Legis­ 
lature.

MUST BE SOLD 
Some time ago, while coming dowu 
from San Francisco on the steamer 
Senator, Capt. S to th a r d pointed out 
to us a cove or bay about twenty miles 
above Santa Monica which he said of» 
fered the safest anchorage for vessels 
during a stress of weather to be found 
between San Francisco and San Diego. 
He stated that the entrance was easy 
and the water deep in both the chan­ 
nel and harbor. We Lave since been 
furnished with the following informa­ 
tion relative to this cove aud sur­ 
roundings, supplied by G eo. D a v id­ 
son, of the United States Coast Sur­ 
vey, who examined the locality with 
a view of selecting a site for what is 
now known as the Hueneme light 
house: 
San F rancisco, N ov. 28th 1871. 
Prof. Benjamin Pierce, Superinten­ 
dent U. S. Coast Survey, Cambridge, 
Mass.—Dear Sir: During my examin­ 
ation of the Southern Coast of Califor­ 
nia ls.st summer, I was impressed with 
the importance of Dunn' Cove, about 
two miles northeast and eastward of 
Point Dumé, as a harbor of refuge for 
vessels in heavy northeast weather. 
I was at Point Dumé during the heav­ 
iest northeaster of the season, aud vis­ 
ited the Cove at the time. There was 
smooth water at the anchorage aud 
vessels could have lain there without 
discomfort or danger, as the tend of 
the shore from Point Dumé to Cove is 
almost northeast by north. The pre­ 
vailing westerly winds blow almost 
directly off shore at the anchorage. 
Assistant Greenwell in 1855 and 1856 
frequently used thisCoveasan anchor­ 
age and reported favorable upon it. 
For some years it has been occasion­ 
ally used by Captains who knew its 
advantages. It has 110 known outly­ 
ing danger, and a good depth of water 
can be carried close in, but no hydro­ 
graphy survey has been made there. 
The usual practice of vessels under 
stress of northeast weather, not know­ 
ing the value of Dumé Cove, is to run 
for San Pedro anchorage about forty 
miles to the leeward. On account of 
the position it holds near the throat 
of the eastern part of Santa Barbara 
channel, and its advantages as a ref­ 
uge from heavy northeast weather, I 
recommend that a light house with 
light of the 4th order be placed upon 
Point Dumé. The formation of the 
E 
oiut is peculiar and characteristic, 
aving au elevation of 202|feet with low 
land behind it, and forming a notable 
landmark. There is a view of it in 
the Coast Pilot, page 15, and I will 
furnish another from Balona. The 
topography has been executed along 
the coast from the westward toa point 
almost abreast of Dumé Cove. Build­ 
ing material can be obtained in the 
vicinity, and materials easily landed 
at the Cove. The point of Cove Í9 up­ 
on the Rancho Topauga Malibou, for 
which a United States patent has been 
issued. Geo. D avidson, 
Asst. U. S. Coast Survey. 
Here is something of importance 
which has hitherto escaped the uotice 
of our railroad builders. D on M ateo 
K eller informs us that this harbor is 
easily reached by railroad from this 
city. If this is true, and we. have no 
doubt it is, we suggest to the officers 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad, the 
expediency of examining the harbor 
and route, with a view of making it 
the terminus of the road they propose 
to build to deep water from their new 
depot in this city.;

A Board of Examiners 


T h e chief charges against railroad 
companies are high rates and discrim­ 
ination against or in favor of indivi­ 
duals and localities. It occurs to us 
that the best and most effective meth­ 
od for the removal of these causes of 
dissatisfaction that can be adopted is 
the enactment of a law authorizing 
the appointment of a Board of Exam­ 
iners, whose duty it shall be to hear 
tbe evidence on which complaints are 
based and if found to be as represent­ 
ed to confer with the managers of the 
railroad iu question and induce a re­ 
moval of the cause of dissatisfaction. 
If the Examiners on investigation 
find that the rates of freights and fares 
are too high, or that injustice has 
been done an individual or locality by 
discrimination, they will confer with 
the railroad company and on a clear 
setting forth of the facts, we have no 
doubt, an understanding will be bad, 
and the cause of complaint at once re­ 
moved. Many of the railroad acts of 
omission or commission of which the 
people complain are not chargable to 
the owners. They are the incidental 
results of a vast business, the details 
of which will sometimes become 
¿tightly deranged, though ever so care­ 
fully looked after. By the plau we
